OUR PIONEER DAYS 


An 
Interesting 
History 
of 


the Early Days of Safford 


and the Gila Valley 


By Mm J 
N 
STRATTON 


In 
1881 
E T Ijams 
and 
family 
arrived from Aravaipa and for two 
winters did his part in educating the 
young 
Saffordites 
In those days 
a trip 
from Aravaipa or 
any other 
place was no joy ride as it is in these 
days of the automobile 
A person 
was never certain as to his qrrival 
at the next settlement 
In 
connection 
with 
the Indians 
and Aravaipa 
1 
will relate 
one of 
my fathers pioneer stories 
Two of 
bis friends had traveled 
across country to turn a large herd 
of cattle 
which 
were 
getting into 
the Indian country and in danger of 
being 
captured 
On 
their 
return 
trip they had to pass Eureka Springs 
on the head 
of the Aravaipa 
At 
that time it was one of the 
main 
camping places of the hostiles 
The 
two boys 
reached 
this 
place at the 
wrong 
hour 
All 
traveling 
was 
done at night 
those times as it was 
almost sure death at times to at- 
tempt 


¬ 
it in the daytime 
The wrong 
hour of 
the night was in the small 
hours before 
day 
Should the In 
dians 
be 
camped 
there 
and they 
could 
pass 
them 
daylight 
would 
come too quick 
The Indians would 
take the trail and 
soon run them 
down after daylight 
They reasoned 
that if the Indians were camping at 
the springs their duty would be to 
approach just as near 
as possible 
without discovery 
and 
then charge 
them 
at the 
same time firing their 
pistols 
Sure enough they saw a little fire 
burning 
and 
kept 
advancing 
until 
the Indians heard the tiead of their 
horses 
Thev weie then only a few 
hundred 
yards 
away 
when 
they 
charged with a yell 
sending bullets 
n their 
direction 
The 
boys then 
rode on their way and left the tiail 
a few 
hours later 
When daylight 
came they 
tied 
their horses out to 
grass 
concealed 
themselves 
and 
slept till 
night again 
The Eureka 
Indians 
thinking 
that they were 
jumped by scouts 
probably 
did not 
stop running 
until daylight drove 
them also to shelter 
When the boys 
crossed the Gila 
river 
they 
then 
made the rest of 
trip by day 
The last day of their 
trip near 
Camp 
Apache 
cautiously 
feeling their way they discovered a 
lone Indian in an open space digging 
roots for 
food 
Billy planned at 
once 
to capture him and take him 
into 
the 
post 
Accordingly 
he 
placed his companion and instructed 
him 
what 
to do 
that Billy would 
go around the Indian get as near 
as 
possible 
and 
when 
the Indian 
discovered 
him the companion 
was 
to let himself be seem 
and compel 
the Indian 
to run in the open 
and 
Billy 
would 
rope 
him 
before 
he 
he could get to the brush 
He got 
within a hundred yards of the fellow 
when 
he saw 
him and 
darted 
for 
liberty 
Billys horse was swift and 
he started 
lull tilt 
with 
his rope 
ready to throw 
Billy said that he 
never 
had any idea that an animal 
could run like that Indian did 
The 
Indian 
in 
spite 
of 
everything 
steadily gained 
upon them until he 
struck the brush at least two hundred 
yards ahead of 
them 
So they had 
no Indian that day 
to exhibit 
as a 
trophy of that memorable 
trip 
It was a life full of such incidents 
that the early settlers had 
In 1880 the county seat was estab- 
lished

Romneys Store now

Katz

the first store in 
Safford in 
the 
old 
adobe 
building 
now used 
by Young 
Ridgway

room 
He sold out to Mr 
Glasby who in tuin sold to Jennings 
Kirtland 
who remained there for 
many 
yenis
